Much Damage to Streets. 
SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 24. —({Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.]- With her full seasen's 
average of rain already recorded from 
phenomenal downpours during the last 
few days, and with the city almost en- 
tirely cut off from the outside world 
by a landslide that Will require about a 
month to clear, and a cave-in at the 
Tehachepi tunnel, a serious southeast 
storm howling in from the sea, Santa 
Barbara is crying “enough rain for this 
month, and some time afterward.” 
The rains have wrought disaster to 
the Southern Pacific and have greatiy 
damaged streets in this city and in 
other places throughout the county. 
There were 16.23 inches of rain recorded 
for the season up to the finish of the 
last storm. Shortly after noon today 
heavy rains started and in the half- 
hour between 4 and 4:30 o'clock this 
aftern „ over half an inch of rain 
fell. Up to 5 o’clock tonight the down- 
pour had amounted to about one and 
one-fourth inches, and tonight it 
rained almost without let up, bringing 
the season's total over eightcen inches. 
In the lower southeastern part of 
the city, lakes formed in sunken lots 
and in many places flooded over 
streets. Booth’s Point for the second 
time this year, became a great lagoon 
and cut off from Santa Barbara travel 
from the magnificent Montecito section. 
Mission Creek, running high, threat- 
ened the railroad bridge at Michelter- 
rena street by out great 
masses of earth near the tracks.

Syndicate Plans Planting Thir- 


teen Thousand Acres in 
Flax. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 
BACRAMENTO, Jan. 24 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] Los An- 
geles capitalists have arranged 
for planting thirteen thousand 
acres of the Sacramento Valley 
in flax this season, and a plant 
for the manufacture of raw ma- 
terlat into various finished 
products, probably will be es- 
tablished in Sacramento.

CHINESE MUSIC. 


reat Antiquity Claimed tor rit % 
it Is Still Very Crude in 
Character. 


The Chinese claim for their music 
the greatest antiquity. According to 
their annals, music was invented by 
the Emperor Fuhsi some years 
before the Christian era. At that time, 
however, music was not regulated by 
any laws, nor were the instruments 
of a complicated kind. But under the 
Emperor Huangti, 2700 B.C., the a 
of music made important pr 
certain note was chosen as — 
the sounds were fixed and received 
names, comparisons were drawn be- 
tween the notes and the celestial 
bodies of the universe and music be- 
came a necessity in the state, a key 
to good government. er Huangti 
his successors took pride in practicing 
music and composing hymns, and the 
post of music master was considered 
the highest dignity in the empire. 
Confucius spoke of music in the 
highest terms of sincere admiration, 
and recommended it as the dest 
medium for governing and guiding the 
passions of men. 

Chinese accounts describe ancient 
music as beautifully sweet and har- 
monious, but they give no idea of what 
it was like. Tsin-shih-Huangti, 246 B. 
C., ordered the destruction of all 
books, and as music books and instru- 
ments were included, the tradition of 
music was lost. Subsequent emperors, 
especially Yuen Tsung, 720 A. 4 
Kangshi, 1721, made great efforts to 
revive music and bring it back to its 
old splendor, but the discussions and 
contradictory theories of various writ- 
ers put the whole system into confu- 
sion, and caused the art of music to 
sink to the lowest rank. 

Chinese music is written, like the 
language, in vertical rows of charac- 
ters from right to left. The value of 
the notes or their length cannot be as- 
certain as rests, pauses, etc., are 
seldom indicated, and there is no divi- 
sion into bars. The Chinese use no 
chromatic scale, and they have noth- 
ing resembling our sharps, flats, etc.— 
that is, signs which in a piece of music 
sharpen or flatten certain notes. 
The best Chinese musician can only 
conjecture the general form of a writ- 
ten piece shown to him for the first 
time; to be able to decipher it he must 
hear it played. Therefore, all the tunes 
are learned by tradition, and are con- 
tinually modified by the individual 
taste of the performer, so that after 
a lapse of time the tunes become quite 
different from what they were orig- 
ggg and scarcely two musicians will 
ound to play exactly the same 
notes when performing the same piece 
of music. 
Chinese music is divided into two 
classes, ritual and popular. Under the 
name of ritual music must be compre- 
hended all music performed at court 
or at religious ceremonies. Under 
ular music are grouped all theatrical, 
ballad, professional, and ordinary 
street ‘song music.—[{Consular’ Reports.

STEAMER CENTRALIA HAS EX- 
CITING EXPERIENCES. 


Their Uninjured. 


SAN PEDRO. in. Arne steamer 
Centralia, Gapt. Erickson, which ar- 
rived this morning, out seven days 
from Gray's Harbor via. San Fran- 
cisco, with passengers and 578.000 
feet of lumber, had an unusually rough 
trip and was fortunate to escape seri- 
ous trouble. On January 19, in the 
morning, when the steamer was be- 
tween Cape Aragoe and Cape Blanco, 
she ran into a heavy southwest gale, 
which threw the vessel on her beam- 
ends.

The Centralia 
carried ten passengers, who will al- 
ways remember their experiences. 
They were thrown into a frenzy of 
fright when the storm was at its 
height and were calmed by the as- 
surances of the officers and crew with 
great difficulty.

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.--The specula-
